1ns
flucaced by motives which nu one appre-
cinres more highly than 1 ¢o, each of the
two nseiphers of it aim at the same patri

olic eud, but viewiug the matier in dispuze
with dilferent lights, the effect in part of
excitement. they are brought to adverse
conclusions.  1sincerely irust. that this
feeling of estrangement from each other
may quickly be absorded by the higher
considerations, which, at this period of
difliculty aud slain, should guide and
determine our actions.

Allow me, in conclusion. to add, that
Laving recently visited the Up-country to
attend the semi-onvual moeting of the
State Agricultural Sociery, where | saw
gentlewen from nesrly every district, 1
feel autnorized to state thut the electoral
vote of Seuth Carolina will_positively be
given for Cass.
